County Commissioners discuss pay 


raises & pending court cases

The Coffee County ¢ Ommission, 
in its regular bi-monthly meeting. 
dealt with several pressing issues 
facing the commission at the pre 
sent time - one being the omnibus 
pay bill passed by the state legisla 
ture this veut 

The bill purposes 


for the counts 


a pay increase 
commissioners, sher 
if, probate judge, revenue commis 
stoner, tax assessor, tax collector, 
license commissioner, and elected 
assistant tax assessor or collector 
Funds for the pay raises are to be 
generated by increases in probate 
tees 

Probate Judge William O. Gam 
mill was asked by the commission 
ers to appear before them and give 
them a brief overview as to what 
the impact of the bill would be on 
his office 

“The fees we're talking about are 
the fees that you would normally 
find in the probate office in terms 
of recording. the cost for court 
operauions. individual actions in the 
court, copies and all the things that 
are set forth in the Code of Alaba- 
ma with a specific price that we 
have to charge in the probate office 
for these particular functions.” said 
Judge Gammill. “The last time 
these fees were adjusted in any w ay 
Was about twenty-five years ago.” 

“In looking at all the fees that 
were adjusted, these are all fairly 
reasonable and moderate and even 
small in some cases.” he added 

Judge Gammil estimated; based 
on given data, that the fee increas- 
es would generate between $42,000 
to $45,000 annually in Coffee 
County. He added, “I believe the 
total amount of raises for every- 
body under the omnibus pay bill 
Was somewhere around $40,000." 

In correcting some of the erro- 
neous information about the bill, 
Judge Gammill noted that every 
county in the state is not having to 
go through this. There are only 8 
out of 67 counties in which the 
commissions have to affirm the pay 
raise bill before it takes effect. 

He added that it is his under- 
standing that it is all or none in 


connection to the bill. “You have to 
accept the whole bill or none of the 
bill. You can’t accept the fees and 
not have the pay raise, nor can you 
accept the pay raises and decline 
fees - 1 think it’s all one bill. It has 
already been passed, it’s already 
law, ya'll just have to ratify it.” 

When asked by Commissioner 
Doug Dalrymple which fees took 
the biggest hike, Judge Gammill 
responded that the ones that stood 
oul in his mind was conservator- 
ships and guardianships which 
increased by $22 per action, and 
adoptions, which require a lot of 
time and work, increased from $20 
to $75 

In summation, “I see nothing 
unreasonable in the fee increases,” 
Judge Gammill said 

There is no deadline for the com- 
mission to ratify or reject the bill: 
however, if ratified, it takes effect at 
the beginning of the fiscal year fol- 
lowing ratification. No action was 
taken by the commission in Mon- 
day’s meeting 

Turning to other “court” related 
matters, the commission took 
action concerning the $1.5 million 
lawsuit filed against the county by 
Eva McGrath-Love. The county’s 
allorney Was instructed to file for a 
Summary judgment and this is to be 
done within the week. 

A recent ruling in the case was 
handed down by Circuit Judge 
William R. Gordon, of Mont- 
gomery County, stating that Mrs. 


McGrath-I ove was an employee of 


the county at the time she Was dis- 
missed from her position as a juve- 
nile officer by District Judge Steven 
Blair. 

It was further noted in the judge’s 
ruling that she had missed two steps 
in her petition for a grievance hear- 
ing, and it ts upon this basis that the 
county, through its attorney. is ask- 
ing for that the lawsuit be dis- 
missed. 

In regard to the county’s other 
“legal battle” County Attorney Joe 
Cassady noted that the county had 
been served (Monday morning) 
with a petition for declaratory judg- 
ment and a motion for injunctive 
relief in connection with the recent 


dismissal of the county’s Chief 
Real Property Appraiser Angela 
Byrd. It was filed on Friday, April 
I4, in the Enterprise Division of 
Coffee County Circuit Court by 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns. 

lt has been Mr. Burns’ contention 
that the commission did not have 
the right to dismiss Ms. Byrd after 
a blood test came back positive fol 
lowing her arrest on March | fot 
DUI (Driving Under the Influence) 
He further disagrees that the county 
has the authority to hire an apprais- 
er to replace Ms. Byrd. 

Circuit Judge Gary MecAliley 
ruled that the petition for declarato- 
ry judgment will be heard: howev- 
er, he denied the motion for injunc- 
tive relief clearing the way for the 
commission to hire an appraiser. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley told commissioners that 38 
applications for the chief real prop- 
erty appraiser's job have been 
received to date and 6 of the appli- 
cants are state certified. 

During the general business ses 
sion from the commissioners, the 
commission voted unanimously to 
formally support the construction 
of an I-10 connector (corridor) on 
the west side of Dothan. 

Commissioner Tom Grimsley 
questioned the county administrator 
concerning a new contract that he 
had supposedly requested. He 
asked Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis if this was something that 
needed to be addressed or acted on 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley told Grimsley that he was 
not asking for a new contract at the 
present 

When asked by Grimsley to 
explain the document, Mobley 
responded, “That was some infor 
mation that the chairman had asked 
me to gather on what other county 
administrators were being paid that 
had the same amount of time of 
employment as I have. And, it was 
all due to an offer that was made to 
me by another county.”

Last Thursday's monthly meeting 
of the Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation (BOE) centered around a 
GQISCUSSION Concerning anothei 
request by the Believers In Christ. 
anon-curriculum prayer club at 
Zion Chapel High School, that they 
be allowed to meet during instruc 
uional time 

Addressing the board as a friend 
and supporter of the Believers In 
Christ was Larry Dickey. He asked 
that the board grant the club time to 
meet during school hours (instrue- 
tional time) due to the fact that sey- 
eral students had expressed a desire 
tO participate in the club but could 
not do so because they ride the bus 
to school. At the present time, the 
club holds its meetings in the morn 
ing prior to the start of school. They 
are allowed to meet on campus and 
in school facilities. 

On at least two prior occasions, 
Glenn Reeder has appeared before 
the school board seeking approval 
for the Believers In Christ to meet 
at least once a month during 
Instructional time thus allowing any 
student wishing to do so to attend 
these meetings 

Each time, the board has denied 
the group’s request, or rather those 
appearing on their behalf, stating 
that due to the present laws govern- 
ing board policy, it is not possible 
for the board to grant their request 

Mr. Dickey, during a very lengthy 
presentation to the board members, 
went over, once again, those issues 
supposedly surrounding the group's 
request to meet on campus during 
instrucuional time. He presented a 
petition signed by more than 720 
county residents asking that the 
poard grant the Believers In 
Christ's request 

Danny Jernigan, vice-chairman 
of the board, asked Mr. Dickey if 
those to whom the petition was pre 
sented for signing were fully aware 
of the legal ramifications and other 
circumstances that could arise 
should the board grant the group's 
request 

Jernigan pointed out that should 
the board honor the request of this 
group it could open the door for 
other less desirable groups to ask 
that they be afforded the same 
opportunity to Ineet. He also point 
ed out that students could be 
excluded from meeting with the 
group if their average grade 
dropped below 70 in their class 
work. Alabama's Academics First 
law requires ALL students belong 
ing to school clubs maintain a 70 
grade ay erage in order to participate 
IN IIS ACiViLies - Meetings, ete 


Following reference to another 


petition (containing 69 names) 
originated by the students them- 
selves. Dickey made his request to 
the board 

“Mr. Superintendent, Mr. Chair- 
man, We request that you provide 
for a period of time each month 
during school hours for the prayer 
club, Believers In Christ at Zion 
Chape! High School, to meet for 
organization, planning, manage- 
ment, encouragement, and related 
purposes, That is our simple 
request,” said Dickey. 

\fter quite some time of discus- 
sion, with each side trying to make 
their position clear to the other, 
Board Chairman Charles Walker 
responded to Mr, Dickey’s request, 

“We have in place a good policy, 
Prayer in school is not the issue 
here. It is whether or not non-cur- 
riculum clubs should be allowed to 
meet during instructional time,” he 
said. “We, the board. are bound to 
protect instructional time and edu- 
cate children. I applaud these 
young people in their efforts, but | 
do not see us [the board] changing 
the policy at this ime.” 

Purning to other matters, the 
board heard a report and recom- 
mendation from Tom Moates and 
the textbook committee 

“The textbook committee worked 
extremely hard and worked with 
me.” said Moates. “I was well 
pleased with them.” 

his year the textbooks being 
reviewed Were in the area of lan- 
guage arts, All the state adopted 
books were upproved by the local 
commitice. Moates noted that there 


ceremony 
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Were no controversial issues 
involved in the approved textbooks. 

Upon the recommendation of 
Moates and Superintendent Rodger 
Bowden, the board accepted the 
recommendations of the textbook 
committee 

Moates also presented a recom 
mendation on summer school to the 
board. The proposal calls for school 
to start on June 7 and conclude on 
July 21. He noted that the session is 
for remedial make-up only and is 
for students who have failed a sub- 
ject or for students who have had 
scheduling problems during the 
regular school term. Summer 
school is at no cost to the students 
in the county system 

Students will be accepted on a 
first-come, first-serve basis, with 
student 
allowed to attend provided there is

Dr. Linda Ingram presented the 
proposed school calendar for the 
year 2000-2001.

SHSAA BULLETIN ALWAYS INTERESTING....The Alabama High 
School Athletic Association released its March-April “Bulletin” last week, 
and while looking through the eight page newsletter I found several things 
that | thought | would pass on. Here are a few 

Lynn Ward, Loveless Magnet School of Montgomery, and Catholic 
High of Huntsville were voted in as full members of the AHSAA, effective 

ith the 2000-2001 school year. This is interesting in that there are still 
rumblings from other so-called private schools about leaving the AHSAA 
because of its decision to count students in those schools differently than 
ihe students in tue public schools. I still hope that one day soon all the 
private schools and public schools will unite under one banner, settle their 
differences and even play each other in sports. 

It was announced that the 1999 football playoffs generated a record 
payout to member schools of over $1 million. A total of $1,036,698,71 
was divided among the 192 teams that took part in the playoffs, and the 
amount was called a “milestone” by executive director Dan Washburn, It 
vould also be interesting to see from the 192 schools that took part in the 
playoffs just how much money the schools lost while taking part in the 
playoffs, due to various travel expenses, I think the schools that lost 
inoney Would far outweigh those that showed a profit. 

Proposals voted down by the AHSAA Council included one that 
would have rescinded the move to regional play in football; one that 

ould have required schools with bleachers on only one side of the play- 
ing field to occupy that side with no bleachers; one that would have given 
chools u 10-day window to hold spring football practice; one that would 
have shortened the basketball season from 20 dates to 18 dates; and, one 
that would have divided the member schools into five classes instead of 
ix 

Under the heading of “Official Notices” it was announced that 
Luverne High School had been fined $250 and placed on probation for 
one year for using several ineligible players on its junior varsity baseball 
tcam. The violation, which was self-reported, involved not having certified 
birth certificates on file at the school. The folks up in Luyerne should be 
vlad that repeated violations don’t result in the death penalty, as is the case 
in the NCAA, because over the past few years Luverne has seemed to 
pend a lot of time in the principal’s office. 


IN CLOSING... 


the youth baseball and softball seasons have begun in Elba, and while the 
tart of the new season went smoothly, there was some concern by a few 
parents about how teams are chosen. When the children sign up for base- 
ball/sottball, at the bottom of the registration page is a line on Which par- 
ents interested in couching a team may sign their name to let recreation 
olficials know they would like to coach, From that list of coaches, a head 
coach is picked for all the teams. The coaches are allowed to pick up a fist 
of players in the “draft” a few days prior to the actual drafting of teams, 
and on the night of the draft the coaches pick the players they want on 
‘heir teams. The couches take turns making selections, by age group, and 
- tea buve a chance upon the completion of the draft to discuss players and 
work out any trades that may be necessary for any reasons. While it may 
be true that coaches new to a particular league may be at a disadvantage in 
ihe draft, the teams are chosen in a very fair manner, and the coaches in all 
essence get the players they want. All the teams can’t win all their games, 
and at times some teams might appear better than others. Unfortunately, 
that is the way it is, and it is then up to a coach, or coaches, to work with 
their teams and to help the players improve, Improvement is the scale at 
which coaches should be graded, not wins or losses, especially in youth 
leagues, By the way, as a coach myself, | am sure all the coaches will 
appreciate any and all help parents might be willing to give!

Some of the 
seeds took root in Alabama soil and 
has spread aggressively through 
Alabama, Mississippi and Florida, 
with some infestations in Georgia, 
South Carolina, Texas and 
Louisiana, The grass can produce 
more than three tons of rhizomes 
per acre and can be identified by a 
white, slightly off center midrib. 
The plant has numerous upright 
stems and leaves that can grow to 
more than four feet long and three- 
fourths inch wide. 

Cogongrass is an erect, dense 
perennial grass that spreads by pro- 
lifie seed production and rhizomes. 
This yellow-green plant invades 


new forests and pastures, hindering 
the establishment of planted 
seedlings and reducing wildlife 
habitat. Over the years, it has con- 
sumed extensive acreage of road- 
ways, ditches, pastures and wood- 
lands. It is ranked the world’s sev- 
enth most troublesome weed.
